3. Claims 55-64 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent 
claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. 

In regard to independent claim 55, the prior art taken either singly or in combination fails 
to anticipate or fairly suggest a computer implemented method for use with an 
aberrometer/wavefront sensor system including compression, threshold calculation, and multiple 
coordinate parameter determination; recited together in combination with the totality of 
particular features/limitations recited therein.
